N e w Y o r k , August 18.—Tilton told 
a reporter to-day that he never re­ 
ceived a cent from Beecher, directly or 
indirectly, but that on the day Moul­ 
ton made his statement to the Com­ 
mittee he was offered $10,000 by Henry 
C. Kingsley. The clerk o f Kingsley 
confirms this statement to the extent 
of $5,000. Tilton says Kingsley made 
no conditions; but the clerk says the 
object of the offer w as to bring the dis­ 
graceful business toan end. 
General Roger A. l ’ryor has been 
retained as one of the counsel for Til­ 
ton in the Beecher case. 
B e llig e r e n t N e g ro e s in S o u th C a r o lin a . 
A u g u s t a (Ga.), August 18.—There 
are continued reports of an impending 
fight between the whites and negroes 
at Ridge Springs, Edgefield county, 
South Carolina. 
A party of armed 
whites left here this afternoon to aid 
their friends, and others will follow, 
in case a conflict occurs. At 9 o’clock 
to-night all was quiet, but both parties 
are arming, and there is a growing 
fear that a war of races will be inaug­ 
urated in South Carolina, and in that 
event the white people of Georgia on 
the Savannah river will go to the res­ 
cue of the whites. Arms and ammu­ 
nition are being shipped from here. 
A u I n te m p e r a te P a s to r a l F e tte r . 
N e w Y o r k , August 17.—A Paris 
correspondent says: “The Archbishop 
of Paris has given rise to another di­ 
plomatic difficulty, owing to a pas­ 
toral letter which was read to a few 
faithful in the cathedral, and posted 
up a short time since, as the journals 
dare not publish it. Some idea of its 
teuor may be formed from these facts: 
First, it u'as written immediately after 
Ginbertz’s return from Rome, where 
lie had several interviews witli the 
Pope; second, Marshal 
MacMahon 
wentdiretly to DeNigra’s, the Italian 
Minister’s house, and made apology 
for the letter, saying a note on the 
subject would appear in the Journal 
Officiel next morning. The pastoral 
letter contained tilings offensive to 
Italy and to Victor Emanuel.

u p o n B a n k r u p tc y . 
N e w Y o r k , A u g u st 17.—European 
letter says Italy seem s to have become 
hopelessly bankrupt. The people are 
sincerely loyal to their King and the 
Ministers are almost pedantically at­ 
tached to the English theory of par­ 
liamentary government. 
The State 
asks nothing better than to leave the 
church alone, but they have no bread 
and no specie, and they have floods, 
malaria, bandits aud paper money. 
At the dedication of St. Anthony’s 
parochial school yesterday, the har­ 
mony was marred by a dispute be­ 
tween the Italian Society Church and 
Father James. The society desired to 
carry their flag in the procession, hut 
the Father insisted that they should 
march under the Pontifical flag. E x ­ 
treme folly was displayed by some of 
t h e members; for rather than surren­ 
der t h e emblem of unity, the Italian 
Society dispersed tlie other societies. 
Iceland, America, Belgium, etc., were 
represented by the respective flags.

It seems 
t h a t a man named Butler, who had 
b e e n working at Gila City and had 
b e e n p a id off' in gold dust when he 
sta r te d for Prescott. While in Phoenix 
h e e x h ib it e d the gold to a select few, 
s t a t in g t h a t he had placer-mined it, 


and told wonderful stories about the 
richness of his claim. 
He said he was 
going on up to Prescott to procure lum­ 
ber, and would shortly return prepared 
to work his fabulously rich mines. He 
took into his confidence ex-Sherlff 
Warden and offered to take him to the 
mines on hi9 return. 
After Butler’s 
departure for Prescott, Warden formed 
a party and started in search of the 
new El Dorado, no doubt intending to 
beat the original discoverer. At all 
events he did not seem at all anxious 
for Butler’s return from Prescott, but 
organized his party and started out 
immediately. From the description 
of the country given by Butler (espe­ 
cially about a creek or river running 
into the Gila on the north 9ide between 
here nnd Yuma, which statement is 
denied by all the oldest settlers), and 
other facts, it is believed that the 
whole story was planned with the de­ 
liberate intention of selling Warden, 
in which Butler has fully succeeded.

It Is perhaps a fortunate thing for 
H e n r y W a r d B e e c h e r th at trial by 
new spaper is not trial in fact, and it is 
perhaps equally fortunate th at con­ 
viction editorial is not followed by 
punishm ent legal. The great divine 
has been arraigned before th e edito­ 
rial bar of nearly every journal in the 
civilized world, and the verdicts have 
been alm ost as varied as the trials 
have been num erous. 
E ach of these 
editorial judges persuades him self th at 
he has calm ly and dispassionately 
considered the facts and rendered a 
verdict so exactly in accordance w ith 
the law and evidence th at he cannot 
conceive how it is possible th at another 
equally well inform ed m ay dissent 
from his opinion. The press of the 
U nited States is the um pire to which 
is subm itted and w hich decides all 
im portant questions of the day. I t 
does not assum e this power. It sim ply 
performs a duty delegated to it by the 
people, 
and

can press “ to kick a m an when he is 
dow n,” can point to a single instance 
where th a t duty has been neglected 
or the trust betrayed. 
It is possible, 
indeed, we shall not deny th a t it is too 
m uch the custom w ith A m erican edi­ 
tors to render judgm ent before the evi­ 
dence is all in—to prejudge the case, 
if you w ill—but this is atoned for in 
the prom pt acknow ledgem ent of error 
and the speedy recognition of estab­ 
lished innocence. 
The press as a 
whole is earnest, truthful and gener­ 
ally correct. 
In the case of B e e c h e r 
m uch has been w ritten on both sides, 
the m an has been condemned and de­ 
fended. 
E ditors 
have judged him 
guilty of every charge preferred and 
they have held him innocent to the 
slightest im putation. 
If as the case 
progresses th e evidence shows a fail­ 
ure on the part of the prosecution to 
m aintain th eir charge, none w ill be 
more ready and earnest in the w ork of 
defending Mr. B e e c h e r than those 
journals th at during the early stages 
of the investigation were led to be­ 
lieve him guilty of im proper if not 
crim inal action.

In another colum n we print a note 
from Mr. J . A . J o h n s o n nam ing the 
gentlem en who will form the com m it­ 
tee to receive subscriptions in aid of 
the Illustrated Press enterprise and to 
secure engravings of this city and ob­ 
jects of interest in the vicinity, to ap­ 
pear in the publication.

It 
is the purpose of Mr. J o h n s o n w hile 
exhibiting these photographs and giv­ 
ing their history to secure subscrip­ 
tions to the Press. 
H e expects to fix 
the circulation of the paper at about a 
quarter of a m illion copies, and it is 
from this fact th a t the people of this 
portion of the State expect to derive 
their benefit. 
The paper will 
be 
m ade up of statistical and other accur­ 
ate inform ation relative to Southern 
California, w hich together w ith the 
illustrations 
descriptive 
of 
noted 
places, beautiful valleys 
and rich 
plains, will induce an im m igration 
trom the Old W orld which will popu­ 
late our portion of the State, and aid 
in developing the m any resources th at 
are now untouched. 
As an advertis­ 
ing m edium we regard th e plan of Mr. 
J o h n s o n the m ost practical and b e n e ­ 
ficial th a t has y et been suggested. 
Those who desire to have th eir inter­ 
ests represented in the great adver­ 
tising sheet will lose no tim e in ar­ 
ranging for the purpose w ith the j 
Com mittee. Mr. J o h n s o n will start 
on his European tour in a very short 
tim e. 


Signs of Prosperity. 


The seekers after land are m ore nu­ 
merous, and the dem and for real es­ 
tate is m uch greater now th an ever 
before know n in this valley at this 
season of the year. 
H itherto transac­ 
tions of this character have been con­ 
fined alm ost exclusively to the W in­ 
ter and Spring m onths, but this year 
the weekly transfers of real estate are 
about the same from one m onths’ end 
to another. This indicates an increase 
in the num ber of persons seeking this 
part of the S tate w ith a view of m ak­ 
ing it th eir perm anent home. 
Real 
estate in both the city and country is 
steadily advancing, and th e indica­ 
tions are th at the advance is healthy 
and perm anent. 
W e 
predict th a t 
prices now considered high, will, w ith­ 
in the n ex t twelve m onths, be m en­ 
tioned as w hat the land was w orth be­ 


fore the advance. 
W ith in the last 
m onth num bers of heavy sales in 
city property have taken place, and in 
every instance the purchaser has had 
an opportunity of disposing of his b ar­ 
gain at a profit. 
Our real estate deal­ 
ers report a constant receipt of orders 
to purchase, and inquiries concerning 
land. The H e r a l d ’s list of letters 
from persons in the E ast w ho an­ 
nounce their intention to visit this 
part of th e S tate in the Fall, w ill 
average five or six per day. 
A long 
and prosperous era is daw ning on the 
Southern coast counties, and Los A n­ 
geles V alley seems to be the center of 
attraction. 


Dwellings Wanted. 


A lthough 
from tw enty 
to 
fifty 
houses are alw ays in course of con­ 
struction in th is city, rents continue 
high and dw ellings are hard to find. 
The cause of this is easily reached. 
The building is done by persons who 
intend to occupy the lio’uses them ­ 
selves. Of the fifty cottages being 
built, forty-nine of them are to be oc­ 
cupied by th e fam ily of the builder. 
There are no tenem ent houses in Los 
Angeles, and no one erects th a t class 
of buildings. S till they are in dem and 
and people cannot find sufficient ac­ 
com m odation of this character. 
I t is 
a m atter of wonder th a t some of our 
m oneyed m en do not tu rn th eir atten ­ 
tion to house-building. 
A homestead 
and building association sim ilar to 
those of San Francisco, Oakland, Sac­ 
ram ento and Stockton would do a good 
business in this city. 
L and is cheap, 
and com fortable 
cottages 
m ay be 
erected at a cost of fifteen hundred or 
two thousand dollars each. 
There are 
plenty of fam ilies who would purchase 
these hom es and pay for them in in­ 
stallm ents. 
Mr. B e a u d r y has built 
a num ber of cottages, w hich have 
proved excellent investm ents. A great 
deal of capital m ight be usefully and 
profitably employed in the construc­ 
tion of houses for sale and to let in this 
city. 


I t costs the pec/ple of San Francisco 
$3,200,000 per year to run their m uni­ 
cipal governm ent. The m etropolis is 
governed too m uch in a financial 
sense, and too little in an executive 
sense. 
W hat little order she has cost 
a frightful sight of m oney, and the 
partial suppression of vice is only ac­ 
complished at an outlay w hich ought 
to bribe a nation of savages into re­ 
spectful deportm ent.

polled at any election, either by fraudulently 
introducing the sam e into the ballot box be­ 
fore or after the ballots therein have been 
counted, or adds to or m ixes w ith, or at­ 
tem pts to add to or m ix w ith, the ballots law ­ 
fully polled, other ballots, while the sam e are 
being counted or canvassed, or at any other 
tim e, witli Intent to change the result of such 
election; or carries away or destroys, or at­ 
tem pts to carry away or destroy, any poll 
list, or ballots, or ballot box for th e purpose 
ot breaking up or Invalidating such elections, 
or w ilfully detains, m utilates or destroys any 
election returns, or in any m anner so in ter­ 
feres with the officers holding such election or 
conducting such canvass, or w ith the voters 
law fully exercising their right of voting at 
such election as to prevent such election or 
canvass from being fairly held an d law ­ 
fully conducted, is guilty of felony.

th a t he intended or desired to vote for; or 
who, being Inspector, Judge or Clerk of any 
election, w hile acting as such, induces, or at­ 
tem pts to induce, any elector, cither by m en­ 
ace or reward, or prom ise thereof, to vote dif­ 
ferently from w hat such elector Intended or 
desired to Tote, he is guilty of a m isdem eanor. 
S ec. 54. E very person who, w ith in ten t to 
prom ote the election of him self or any other 
person, either: 
1. Furnishes entertain m en t at his expense 
to an m eeting of electors,previous to ,o rd u r- 
ing any election; 
2. Pays for, procures, or engages to pay for 
any such entertainm ent;

fluence the person to whom such bribe is 
given or offered to be m ore favorable to one 
oandidate th an another, and eveiy person, 
m em ber of either of the bodies in this section 
m entioned, who receives or offers to receive 
any such bribe, is punishable by lm prlson- 
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m ent In the State Prison not less th an one nor 
m ore th an fourteen years. 
S ec. 68. E very person who by threats, in­ 
tim idations, or unlaw ful violence, w ilfully 
hinders or prevents electors from assem bling 
in public m eeting for the consideration of 
public questions, is guilty of a m isdem eanor. 
S e c . 59. Every person who w ilfully disturbs 
or breaks up any public m eeting of electors or 
others, law fully being held for the purpose of 
considering public questions, Is guilty of a 
m isdem eanor. 
S ec. 60. E very person who m akes, offers, or 
accepts any bet or wager upon th e result of 
any election, or upon the success or failure of 
any person or candidate, or upon th e num ber 
of votes to bo east either In the aggregate or 
for any particular candidate,or upon the vote 
to be cast by any person, Is guilty of a m isde­ 
m eanor. 
SEC. 61. Every person wlio w ilfully violates 
any of the provisions of th e laws of this State 
relating to elections Is, unless a different pun­ 
ishm ent for such violation is prescribed by 
this Code, punishable by a flue not exceeding 
one thousand dollars, or by im prisonm ent in 
the State Prison not exceeding live years, or 
both. 
S e c . 62. Every person who prints any ticket 
not In conform ity with section one thousand 
one hundred and ninety-one of the Political 
Code, or who circulates or gives to another any 
ticket, know ing at the tim e th a t such ticket 
does not conform to the provisions of section 
one thousand one hundred and ninety-one of 
the Political Code, Is guilty of a m isdem eanor.

No ballot m ust be used a t an 
election, or circulated on the day of any elec­ 
tion, having any m ark or thing on the back 
or outside thereof w hereby it m ight be distin­ 
guished from any other ballot legally used on 
the sam e day. 
S e c . 1197. No ballot or ticket m ust be used 
or circulated on the day of any election hav­ 
ing any m ark or thing thereon by or from 
which it can be ascertained w hat person, or 
w hat class of persons used or voted It, or at 
w hat tim e in the day such ballot was voted or 
used. 
S e c . 1198. E very ticket, when used as a bal­ 
lot, m ust be folded crosswise from the center, 
and as follows: if twelve inches long, tour 
tim es; if eighteen Inches long, live tim es, and 
If twenty-four Inches long, five tim es, and 
m ust be pressed flat. 
S e c . 1199. No ticket m ust be folded in a 
m ariner to indicate its contents when used as 
a ballot. 
And It is flirther ordered that ton days’ no­ 
tice be given of such election by posting at 
each place of holding such election a copy of 
the foregoing proclam ation.

In Memoriam. 


E d i t o r H e r a l d :—Our community 
lias suffered a severe and almost irre­ 
parable loss in the death of W illiam 
Morton, an old and highly esteemed 
citizen of this place; his death was 
most sudden and unexpected, he was 
taken sick on Thursday, August 13th, 
and died Sunday evening August Kith, 
being sick only three days, the dis­ 
ease was thought to be inflammation of 
the bowels. The deceased was sixty- 
three years of age, and had been quite 
feeble for two years past. It is suffi­ 
cient proof of the fact th at he was a 
good man, when I say th at every one 
in this community mourn his loss; 
his house was always offered as a 
shelter to the homeless, his hand was 
ever extended to help the needy, and 
the hungry was never turned unfed, 
from his door. In short, “Father Mor­ 
ton” was a consistent Christian gen­ 
tlem an. H e had been for m any years a 
member of the Methodist Church, and 
he always honored his profession. He 
was also Treasurer of Compton Grange, 
and well did he m erit our confidence. 
W hile the comm unity has lost one 
of its very best members, the Church 
has lost one of its “ornamental stars” 
and a co-worker in the great work of 
the evangelization of the world. The 
Grange lias also lost an able advocate 
.of her grand and noble principles. 
The deceased leaves a wife and two 
grown sons and a daughter fourteen 
years of age to mourn their loss, but he 
left them good evidence that he was 
going to a “ bettei home.”

Wooden Pipe< 


Mr. E. M. Morgan, a former resi­ 
dent of this county, but more recently 
from Olympia, Puget Sound, is stop­ 
ping in our city for the purpose of in­ 
troducing the W icklioff patent wooden 
pipe. 
We, yesterday, saw samples of 
the pipe which Mr. Morgan has for 
exhibition, ami learned some facts 
concerning the invention which can­ 
not fail to be of interest to every irri­ 
gator in our county. Heretofore the 
only manufactory of the pipe upon 
this coast has been at Puget Sound, 
W ashington Territory, where the best 
advantages were offered for procuring 
a superior quality of tim ber. The 
pipe is made from the red fir. Only 
the bodies of the trees below the limbs 
being used, and all sap-wood removed. 
The logs are cut in lengths of eight 
feet, and are bored w ith tlie W ickoff 
patent augur, which leaves a core. 
This core is bored for a smaller pipe, 
and so on till the log is all used up, 
thereby greatly economizing both la­ 
bor! and ¡m aterial over any previ­ 
ous method of boring pipe. After be­ 
ing bored, the log is placed in a lathe 
and turned on the outside slightly 
smaller at one end than the other, so 
that it may be more easily banded 
with iron, where the pipe is required 
to stand more pressure than the wood 
alone will bear, the num ber of bands 
being proportioned to the amount of 
pressuro the pipe is required to stand, 
which is calculated from the height 
of the head of water from which the 
pipe is supplied. 
It is then placed in 
a steam chamber, where it is thor­ 
oughly seasoned, when it is banded 
with iron, if required. And iastiy it 
is thoroughly coated w ith asphaltum, 
which renders it almost proof against 
decay from the outside, while the 
water or gas acts as a preserver on 
the inside. 
The pipe is manufactured in differ­ 
ent sizes, as required, the bore vary­ 
ing from two to sixteen inches. It is 
joined by wooden thimbles, securely 
bound with iron, and has only to be 
driven together to be made water 
tight. 
It is a well known fact that wood, if 
kept constantly submerged in water, 
will not decay; while iron, in like sit­ 
uation, will soon be destroyed by cor­ 
rosion. 
The mineral properties of 
water (and all natural water contains 
more or less mineral) make but very 
little difference in its action on wood; 
while upon iron its action is vastly 
different, even w ith a slight change 
of its m ineral properties. For in­ 
stance, fresh or salt water will have 
about the same action on wood, while 
slightly saline water will destroy iron 
many times faster than water contain­ 
ing no salt. Thus the wooden pipe 
has advantages over iron in many 
cases, in durability, as well as being 
its equal in strength for ordinary pur­ 
poses, and far superior in point of 
economy, being at least one - half 
cheaper than iron. Besides these it 
has other advantages, some of which 
are— 
1st. The ease and rapidity with 
which it may belaid,three men being 
able to lay 4,000 feet of it in a day, 
after the trench is dug, and the trench 
does not have to be so large as for lay­ 
ing cast-iron pipe. 
2d. The joints sim ply being driven 
together to become perfectly tight, it 
requires no skilled labor in laying—a 
great recommendation for its use in 
the country. 
3d. It can be tapped at any time or 
place by any laborer, and all the tools 
he will require is a common auger—a 
convenience which will be appreciated 
by country people. 
Altogether it is evident that in a 
country where irrigation is carried to 
such an extent as with us the Wiek- 
hoff patent pipe must become invalu- 
ble. It is a well-known aphorism in 
Southern California 
th at water is 
money. A judicious economy and 
utilization of water is a saving of so 
many dollars and cents. W ith our 
system of open zanjas, perhaps it is 
safe to say that one-half of our avail­ 
able supply of water is wasted by 
evaporation 
and 
seepage. If this 
waste can be obviated witli a slight 
outlay in excess of the cost of ditches, 
then the wooden pipe as a means of 
accomplishing this end will become 
justly popular. This subject we com­ 
mend to the careful consideration of 
those who are interested in the devel­ 
opment of the country, far and near 
W ith a view to its extensive use iu 
this section of the State, especially for 
purposes of irrigation, Mr. Morgan in­ 
tends to have a set of Wickoff’augers 
and lathes shipped to W ilmington, 
and with the steam power available in 
the shops of Messrs. W ilson & Jones 
(late General Banning’s), he will bore 
and prepare the logs into all sizes of 
pipes at that point. W e will welcome 
the new enterprise as one bringing an 
untold amount of good to our country, 
and we trust th at its success here will 
bo commensurate w ith what it has 
achieved elsewhere.
